Field Force Operations Description 


The preservation of public peace and order is a primary responsibility of law enforcement. Most 
importantly, the Field Force courses offered by FEMA's Center for Domestic Preparedness 
trains law enforcement officers how to prevent the violent escalation of a protest and diffuse 
the situation before it becomes an unlawful civil disturbance. Students are trained to apply 
proven procedures that minimize danger to the public and protestors during civil unrest. 
Generally, the course provides law enforcement officers with the knowledge and skills required 
to properly and legally manage and control crowds and demonstrations. The curriculum 
includes the development of critical thinking and intuitive decision making skills that support a 
safe and legal response. Specific educational objectives within the Field Force training clearly 
articulate how all protestors' civil rights must be respected while law enforcement officials 
simultaneously deal with one or more people actively causing a civil disturbance. 

The Center for Domestic Preparedness has been training state and local law enforcement 
agencies in Field Force Operations since 2000 and has delivered the course in many jurisdictions 
across the country. 
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
